London, Fobruary 22. 


Britain regqrds the report 
“Neytrals .Committco” 


‘of tho Security Council 
on tho Berlin curroncy 


deadlock as unacceptable as a basis for discus- 
sion between the four’groat powors, a Foreign : 
Office spokesman said today. 


‘He had been asked to com- 
ment on a statement in the 
Soviet Communist \ newspaper 
“Pravda” that Russia Jbad ac- 
cepted the Committee's report 
as a basis, while the .Western 
powers had rejected it. The 
contents of the Committee's re- 
port have not yet been 
published, nor have the four 
powers’ replies to. the "“Neu- 
trals Committee.’ 

The report is.now in the hands 
of the Security Councli, which 
has to decide on the next step. 

The spokesman said that. {f 
nobody places the report on ‘the 
agenda of the Security Council. 
It might then be allowed to 
lapse. 5 

It is important to recall cer- 
fain developments which had 
taken place in Berlin since the 
appointment: of the - ‘Neutrals 
Committee,” the spokesman sald. 
On the very day after “Its ap- 
pointment, the Soyict authori- 
tles set up a “puppet Magistrat 
In Berlin,” he declared.- 

During the’ Committee's dis- 
cussions, further measures had 
been taken by: the Soviet au- 
thoritics to complete . the split 
between the Sovict nnd Western 
sectors of ‘the city, Thus, the 
spokesman said, ‘the “Neutrals 


Committce” was working on the 
basis of a directive; the four 
powers’ directive of August 30 
to the Military Governors in Ber- 
Un, which is no longer valid. * 
That directive, he recalted, 
was based on the administra: 
tlon of the city on a four. 
power basis. 

The spokesman sald the Com- 
mittee had been * instructed: not 
only to ‘work on the basis of the 
August 30 directive but also to 
take account of subsequent events 
In Berlin. 

If Berlin had not been split,
